PLANNING BOARD OKAYS 


SHOPPING 


The Wilmington Planning Board 
has placed its stamp of @pro- 
val on a proposed shopping 
center, in East Wilmington, on 
the Wilmington-Reading line. 
The approval of the center, 
estimated to be worth between 
¥% and $1 million, was made 
Tuesday night, after the Plan- 
ning Board had listened, the 
Thursday previous, to the im- 
passioned pleas of other mer- 
chants who were afraid of com- 
petition. 

Gillis pointed out to the 
board that the shopping center 
was in the hands of a respon- 
sible firm, that Stop & Shop 
had written a letter of com- 
mittment, and ended up his 
talk with te observation that 
‘we need the taxes!’ 

Bill Beers, Chairman of the 
board, pointed out that a new 
school was about to be voted 
by the town, 

‘How are we going to pay for 
the school?’ he asked. 

‘We ought to fight for what 
we think is right’ Beers said. 
‘when we approved of Urban| 
Renewal (with some reserva- 
tions) we approved of a shop- 
ping center that is perhaps 
bigger than this one. sow can 
we turn this one down?’ 

Bob Evans, in his discussion 
of the proposed center pointed 
out: ‘We are not here to de- 
termine whether or not some- 
thing is good or bad for the| 


opposition merchants. 
thing is go do something.’ 

‘I think it is very funny’ 
Evans observed, ‘That the ow 
ner of the principal shopping 
center in Wilmington should 
be trying to say to the people 
of Westdale Avenue that a 
shopping center depresses real 
estate values!’ 

‘That’ s nothing but big Cro- 
codile Tears!’ Fvans said. 

Ray Fitanaurice objected on 
the point of the traffic. He 
pointed out that according to 
the statements of Haig Adamim 
one of the principals involved 
there would be 12,000 cars a 
week - 2 a minute. 
Fitanaurice was the only mem-

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THE ULD ORGAN AIN'T WHAT SHE USED TO BE 

This is the time of the year when Church 
members get pleas in their mail for bigger and 
better contributions next year.” 

It is one of the features of our American 
Way of life, and of course we are all happy 
that we are in a position in which we can re- 
ceive such letters, - and from the particular 
church we desire.° 

We must confess that our reading of some of 
the letters we have received from our own 
church ( the Congregational ) has not produced 
the desired effect within our person. 

Instead of reaching down into our pocket for 
some more of the coin of the realm the letter 
of which we were thinking has thrown us into a 
state of reverie. 

For the letter described the church organ as 
being somewhere near the last stages of life. 

We agree - it wheezes and groans, and there 
are all sorts of unexpected clacks and clicks 
coming out of the organ loft. 

But that organ means more to us than just 
noises and groans.’ We can recall when it stood 
in front of the church, near the pulpit, back 
in the days of World War I, and before it was 
equipped with an electric motor to "keep up 
the pressure". 

In those days young boys used to be picked 
to "volunteer" to handle the pump handles, be- 
hind the organ. In our youthful days the organ- 
ist was a lady, and she never indulged in the 
type of statement accredited to one of her male 
predecessors; viz: More Air, Dammit! 

But the boy behind the organ was still a 
subject of amusement. It must have been a bor- 
ing job, to stand there behind the organ seeing 
nothing, and pushing on the pump handle. 

The boys used to peek out every now and 
then, just for the sake of variety, and some- 
times at such a moment as to produce hilarity, 
much to the distress, of course, of some of the 
more staid members of the church. 

But the old Organ ain't what she used to be. 
We have got rid of the boy-prisoners behind the 
organ bars. Now we are probably going to get 
rid of the clacks and wheezes and groans emana- 
ting from behind the organ in its (new) posi- 
tion. 

That is, if we who are members of the church 
of which we speak can be induced to dig down 
and produce some of said coin of the realm. 

NO NEED FOR CONTROVERSY 

In the humble opinion of this paper the so- 
called controversy over the rezoning of land in 
East Wilmington need never have occured.” 

The land is a natural business zone.’ We said 
so five years ago when the re-zoning of Wil- 
mington was being discussed. One of the con- 
sultants of the Planning Board said so in 1957. 

Not only is the land a natural business zone 
but there is hardly any other use available. It 
is too wet to develop for housing. It is not a 
good site for many industrial uses.’ 

But for a shopping center the site is a na- 
tural. It abuts Route 93, is adjacent to Rea- 
ding, and not too far by car from many towns 
and cities. 

But there is a particularly happy circum- 
stance attendant to re-zoning this land today." 

It now pays $146 a year in taxes. If a 
Shopping Center is built there the taxes will 
be over $27,000 a year, conservatively estima- 
ted. 

And by @ co-incidence, the cost of the Prin- 
cipal Payments, for the school to be voted next 
Monday, will be just a little less - about 
$26,400 a year.” 

Could we ask for a nicer present? 

WHAT IS A "GENERAL BUSINESS DISTRICT" 

Fears were expressed by some of the neigh- 
bors of the proposed Shopping Center in East 
Wilmington, during the hearing last Thursday.” 

They were afraid that re-zoning might lead 
to the establishment of objectionable busines- 
es in the neighborhood. 

The Planniing Board, last year, rezoned the 
e@rea where the De Moulas Shopping Center is 
located to "General Business", just to protect

that shopping center from this very thing. The 
Planning Board did not want noisy or objection- 
able businesses to spoil the peace and quiet of 
the De Moulas place. 

The same rule would hold for the East Wil- 
mington center. 

The type of stores that are featured at the 
De Moulas center will be the type allowed at 
the Wilmington-Reading line. 

In addition to those at De Moulas, it would 
be conceivable that any of the following could 
be established ( not that they are in the de- 
veloper's plans): A hotel; a clubhouse; a bus- 
station; a drive-in or open air business; a 
public utility building; an undertaking esta- 
blishment; a commercial parking lot; garage; or 
service station; an indoor recreation place, 
(insulated to prievent noise) a showroom; a 
printing establishment not over 5000 square 
feet; bicycle repair shops, business or:trade 
school; household appliance repair shop or 
other consumer professional or commercial ser- 
vice establishment; shops, not to exceed 5000 
Square feet for carpenter, electrician, taxi- 
dermist etc; a radio or television station ex- 
cluding towers; and a commercial greenhouse. 

All other businesses are excluded, but some 
may be allowed on Board of Appeals variance. 
Included on Board of Appeals, by vote of last 
year which took the classification out of Gen- 


eral Business unrestricted, is an out-door lot 
for the sale of used automobiles.

Phone Company announced Monday 
At present Reading telephones 
are called from Wilmington 
telephones by dialing @ two- 
number ‘code’, and giving the

With the new system, Mr. Don- 
ovan explained, it will only 
be necessary for Wilmington 
customers to dial the seven 
numbers of any Reading tele- 
phone they want to reach, and 
the call will go through dir- 
ectly. 

With the All-Number Calling 
system, letters will be drop- 
ped from the numbers of all 
Reading telephones, thus pro- 
viding much greater flexibil- 
ity for growth and service im- 
provements. Mr Donovan explain 
ed that All-Number Calling has

Do the people of Wilmington 
know what is proposed under 
the new insurance rules for 
autos? 

Everyone who drives more than 


}] 10 miles to work will be pen- 


alized, just because of that 
distance. There will be a 15% 
surtax on their bill, and they 
will just have to like it. 

The insurance compamies claim 
that they are making little or 
no money on automobile insur- 
ance, but we hear loud cries 
of complaint when someone 
wishes to do away with compul~- 
sory insurance. It has not 
been my experience that anyone 
wants to stay in a losing bus- 
iness, 

They claim that the courts 
are too easy in handing out 
the money on claims. If the 
insurance companies were more 
co-operative in settling legi- 
timate claims, they often 
would be settled for less and 
without the ffécessity of re- 
sorting to lawyers and the 
courts. They force people to 
stretch the truth in many in- 
stances by ignoring claims for 
property damage unless there 
is also personal injury. 

The 15% surtax is penalizing 
the very people who drive not 
as a luxury but as a necessity 
They are also the very ones 
who absorb the greater share 
of the gasoline taxes, but the 
most cars and, in general, 
support just about everything 


in the automotive field. 

They are also the people who, 
when they get on the road, 
know just where they are going 
and why, as in contrast to the 
once or twice a week drivers 
who are inclined to decide at 
the last moment which way to 
turn, where to stop, etc. If 
you have ever driven around 
the suburbs during the day on 
a Thursday or Friday, I am 
sure that you know what I 
mean, I am certain that if you 
figured the ratio of accidents 
per miles driver for the over 
ten mile commuters you would 
find that they were the safest 
drivers of all. In addition, 
most of their miles travelled 
are in the suburbs and towns 
where, as indicated by the 
lower base rates, there are 
less accidents than in the 
more congested cities. 

It would seem from this an- 
alysis that the insurance 
companies are looking for a 
new goat, and tney landed on 
the people who need to drive 
to earn a living. They have 
had a hey-day long enough. 

It is time we put a stop to 
this highway robbery. 
I would also like to go on 
record as being heartily in 
favor of the Riley-Walsh bill 
to do away with compulsory 
insurance in favor of a fin- 
ancial responsibility law. 
I believe this is to come
